1 . This Office Action is the answer to the Amendment filed on May 5, 2006, which 
paper has been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 17, 39, 40, and 62-66 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 17 and 63 are allowed over the prior arts cited records. 
The closets prior arts are: 

1 ) Dykstra et al. (US 5,61 1 ,052) discloses a computer implement method of 
managing a credit application comprising: receiving credit application data from the 
remote application. entry and display device; selectively forwarding the credit application 
data and the credit report data to remote funding source terminal devices; forwarding 
funding decision data from at least one of the remote funding source terminal device to 
remote application entry and display device. 

2) Dykstra et al. (US 5,930,776) discloses a computer implement method of 
managing a credit application comprising: receiving credit application data from the 
remote application entry and display device; selectively forwarding the credit application 
data and the credit report data to remote funding source terminal devices; forwarding 
funding decision data from at least one of the remote funding source terminal device to 
remote application entry and display device. 

Therefore, it is clear from the description of Dykstra et al.'s inventions that the 
prior arts do not considered the possibility of: sending the credit application from a first

remote funding source to a second remote funding source if the first funding source 
declines to approve the credit application , as included in claim 17, facilitating the first 
remote funding source terminal device to selectively forward the credit application to a 
second remote funding source terminal device if the fund source associated with the 
first remote funding source terminal declines to approve the credit application , as 
included in claim 63. 

4. Claims (39, 40, 62) and (64-66), are allowed because they are dependent claims 
of the allowable independent s 1 7 and 63 above, in that order.
